The people of Idaho, harangued lor Bome- 
tlmo now by those supporting lh« so-called 
"electric Dowcr communications Initiative 
measure.' should scrutinize the plan more 
careruliy. now that they have good reason to 
believe It ntems from an ulterior motive. ' 

In that respect, It's significant that two of 
the original Incorporators from Magic Valley 
. have already resigned from the Idaho Citizens 
Legislative Committee, Inc., the initiative- 
sponsoring organization which la headed by 
Asher Wilson, Twin Falls attorney. One of the 
remaining Incorporators I5 J, O. Bowers of 
Nampa, brother of Rep. Oracle P/oat. 

Not only has the Initiative movement been 
discredited by Ita sponsorB" tactics; but It Isi 
being virtually disowned as well by strong 
poUtical forces Which previously may have 
been regarded as behind it. 

The Lewlston Tribune, probably the strong- 
est Democratic newspaper In the state, has 
gone on record editorially with some highly 
significant remarks. 

As Tor the Initiative Itself, the Tribune ex- 
pressed the opinion that the campaign "was 
undertaken without advance consultation 
•Ither with roBponslble Jeadera of the Demo- 
cratic party or of the Hells Canyon dam cam- 
paign. 

' "While the merits of the Initiative may be 
: debatable," It said, "It Is opposed even by 
strong advocate* of public power on the 
grounds that It was drawn up top loosely and 
was badly planned and timed." 
While the Lewlston newspaper deplored the 
' part Mrs. Pfost had played In the question- 
able "free malitng" maneuver. It offered an 
explanation to her general defense, even 
though ohB '^«« sufferad a major but not 
fatal pollttfcal aetbtik." 

m effect, the Trlbuns explained that 
Oracle Pfost had known Asher Wilson for a 
long time and regarded him as one of her 
most loyal supporters. When Wilson's public 
pOWBr organliatlon ran -lnto.tllB_P_rgblem of 
costs to get.pro-lnltlatlve propaganda dis- 
tributed In Idaho, the Tribune pointed out, 
they "hit upon the very bad idea of having 
the material mailed under Patten's franking 
privilege." 

When the trap was finally sprung. Mrs. 
Pfost "was maneuvered into a corner by a 
handful ot her friends. She has been left to 
atsume full responsibility, not only by Patten, 
but by the idahoans who drew her office Into 
the trap originally." She was made to bear 
the brunt of the mistake "because Patten . . . 
ducked out the nearest exit and because Wil- 
son had 'no comment' on the affair." 

The Tribune also referred to "a few checks 
(for relatively small sums) which had been 
turned over to Wilson and perhaps others lor 
use In the Hells Canyon flRht" and which 
"had been used without prior knowledge of 
the donors, to help finance printing of the in- 
itiative propaganda."

Sand dweller* have developed 
comparatlveljr wide feet, usually ex- 
tended ever farther by stiff hair, so 
that they can move over the sand 
somewhat like water atrldert on thi 
eurfaee film of waUr, Four aand- 
dwelling llBUdB, even though thsy 
belong to vastly dlfterrat land areas 
and different families, have devel- 
oped, Independently, lateral rows 
of scales or fringes on their toes to 
widen their feet so that Uier won't 
sink in the sand ahd be slowed up. 
The need existed, to regardless of 
where they were, they made the 
proper adaptation (and curiouily, 
quite similar ones). 
Some snakes answered the j^mb' 
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lem of locomotion over loose sand 
by becoming "aids -wind era" which 
gives them greater traction. 

The Jerboa, a desert rot, devel. 
oped heavily haired hind feet which 
act as mowshoes. or rather sand 
shoes. AS a result, this five Inch 
fellow can aklm over the sand light- 
ly, and quickly, and make IG-foot- 
long leaps without sinking Into the 
sand. Our desert Jumping mouse, 
similarly, has developed lateral hairs 
extending from the soles of Its feet. 

Of those anlmalj living among 
rocky terrain, nich as the dall sheep, 
mountain goat, and bighorn sheep, 
their sltldproof hoofs are marvcloiiH- 
ly adapted tor rock work, to the envy 
of every mountain climber.

In commenting on the theme and 
slogan, Lud Drexicr, secretary ot the 
Southern Idaho Fish and Game as- 
sociation and chalrmnn of iho fish 
committee. Fourth District. Associ- 
ated Sportsmen clubs, poinla to Roclc 
creek as a prim" polUiilon examplr 

He said the creek receives Its 
heaviest pollution as It winds along 
the edges ot Twin Falls and Ilnally 
dumps Its murky waters Into Snake 
river where the difference In color 
of the water can be noted lo^. some 
distance down stream. 

A check along the city course of 
the creek this week bears him out 
and also presents a hopeful note 
for the future. 
' In at leiut three inslancca where 
sewage is being dlschnrRed Into the 
creek, thought Is being given to 
future treatment ot sewage. 

The first sewage and residue from 
Industrial processes enters the creek 
from the Amalgamated Sugor com- 
pany plnnl. 

Next Is the wastes from the Inde- 
pendent Packing company. Haw- 
tvtr, Ted Florence, an associate In 
the firm, polntod out that trout 
thrive on the discharge going Into 
the creek from the plant. 
"At the uamo time, he noted the 
frim U making future plnns 
treatment of material before It Is 
dumped Into the stream. 

The creek receives raw lewsge 
from two city sewer lines drslnlng 
South park. In the same area 
Magic Valley Proceuliig company 
drains In protein water, wash water 
and potalo pulp. 



Francis Kecfe. manauT of the 
procejwlng plant, said the residue of 
hLi plant has been tcstr'i by Univet- 
Hlty ot Idaho chemlulf "nd U not 
harmful to tUh. 

He noted his firm, loo, Li looking 
stances dumped Into a «trenm which 
take oxygen out of the water which 
Is harmful to fUh nnd fibi.i iif# In 
the strcnm. 

He snid Ihe proccsilng plant takes 
spcclnl rnre Ihnt all "Clds or olkall 
used Li nculrallied beforo being 
dumped Into the creek. 

Ha noted his llrm. too. ta looking 
to the future on sewage treatment. 

The company has purcha.-icd land 
In the bottom of the canyon for 
eventual location of a treatment 
system, he explained. 

Along this portion of the creek, 
the discharge from the Twin Falls 
branch ol the Jerome Cooperative 
creamery also flows Into the creek. 
Lyons Smith, plant monaner said. It 
consists mostly ot waste from milk 
processing and water, used In the 
plant's cooling systems. 

Toward the western limits of thi 
city, the creek nets Its heaviest lood 
of raw sewnfte from city 
Combined trunk lines from moat r,t 
the older sections of the city as well 
as^the newer sections discharge Into 
the creek Just north ot the highway 
SO croaslns. 

Norman Croasley, city engineer, 
ea lima tea -Twin Falls residents use 
between three and one-holt and four 
million gallons ot water per day 
with most of it going Into the creek 
as lewage. 

All along the creek, as it winds 
Its way through the outskirts ot the 
city, are cattle feed lots with the 
drainage going Into the Btrcam. 

The city's flush line frojn the filler 



plant as well as a seepage line from 
the Twin Falls Canal company allfo 
dump Into the cr^ek. 

Effect of all pollution In the 
stream Is vinlble whfre li empties 
Into Snake river. The grayish, 

'UrJty iDDtlns water" often deposit 
scum around the mouth ot the 
creek and alonii 'h* hnrVs of thi 

vcr downstrram. 

Most pcrnons fontacted about the 
problem, rendlly ouref the situation 
could not h> nitnw.rt to (to on (iiuoh 
longer. 

Many express the opinion that al- 
though ftih sre alJll nble to live In 
the stream future growth ot the 
city would rnuiie more pollution, 
killing nil ilsh ille nil the way to 
the river. 

Drexler said area sportsmen are 
not critical of local f Utus but pointed 
out Rock creek as well as other 
atrcama In the slate once provided 
MccJIent trout JislilnR but are rap- 
idly bslne destroyed by pollution. 

Joseph V. Kcyscr. assistant city 
engineer, noted , city olflcera are 
thinking In terms of future treat- 
ment of sewage in expressing an- 
other hopeful sign tor the future. 

Along with Crosalcy, he espre.ised 
the hope that eomethlng would be 
done not only on local level but a 
state level to save Idaho's streams 
from further pollution. 

Koyaer summed 'the situation op 
by saying: "The Indians controlled 
this country for.hundicda_9t years, 
practliilng conservation and lenvlnR 
the streams unpolluted; then we. 
who are supposed to be civlllied, ale 
rapidly polluting •verrthtng."

Certainly we all hava reaponslbll-

They are proposing 
to mn the new crosi-rtate highway 
adjacent to the town, adjoining U)e 
branch line of the railroad, where it 
belongs. In that way.> Jerome and 
the other communities can have the 
benefits of a luper highway without 
the kttendlnt llablllUea ol mabi 
traffic which crowds them olf theh' 
own streets. 

When you think of the needs of 
the community, stat« and nation as 
a whole, and analpM the problem 
completely in deUU, It wUl be ikr 
that to be located one mile and a 
half from a super highway la the 
proper location for a residential and 
shopping community. Bo let'* get 
behind the highway board and 
tlianlc them lor their planning.

New Press Being Built Especially for 
Times-News Is Most Modem Available 



A new preaa capable of pHnMnir 
35.000 papers per hour will Jn- 
Btnlled In the TImea-Newa plant 
about the end of May.v The prpM. 
together wjth iicce«ary"rejDfMJplinfi 
work, will cBst about 1150.000. 

Known aa the Oom Dek-A-Tube, 
the 2i-pBgB press ia the moat mod- 
em In the printing Industry. Being 
built eapeclaUy lor the TUnea-Nen^. 
Uis pzeae will be one of the Ilrst of 
lis ^e In operation In the nation. 

The 60-taa press haa three tona 
of rubber prlijUng rollera. It la 37W 
feet long and atands nine feet high. 
Operation of the preas Is fully atito- 
matic. It la equipped with sutotnatlc 
paper break detectora which not only 
ahut oir the press but also apply t.u- 
tcmatlc brakes which brJnga all of 
the mechanism to an Instant atop. 

Greater capacity lor color work la 
provided In the new press. With the 
present lO-pase press, the Tlmu- 
Newa can print only a la-page paper 
n-lth one color and 9 psges wUh two 
colors. The Dek-A-Tube will print 
up to 20 pages with two colora on two 
different po gas. 

Ink distribution system on the new 
preaa will result In better printlns. 

Mechanically, the new press rep- 
resents a marked change. Whereas 
most presses now In operation are 
equipped only with sleeve hearings, 
the new Qosa press haa needle, roller 
and) ball bcarlnga throughout. 

A-fiO-horsepower motor wJU pro- 
vide power for the preaa. Two other 
motors of smaller horaepower are 
also Included in the InstaltaUon.

Considerable remodeling work is 
now in progreaa In the hnsement of 
the Times- News building In prepara- 
tion for the preaa.

Most of the preaa pit was sunk 
through BoUd lava rock. Slatting was 
neceasary with more than 300 sepa- 
rate ch&rges detonated.

Only 
damage during the blasting work 
was a broken light bulb.

CatUo ranchea, aheep ranches, 
chicken and twXey ranches are old 
■torlea In Maglo Valley but now 
there's a goose ranch In full opera- 
tion. J. Alrln Campbell, formerly a 
ahMt metal worker In Salt Lake 
Caty. started ono near BDHL a JJltlo 
more than a year ago. 

Campbell became a gooae ranch' 
«r lomewhat by aooldent. When he 
■t«rted raising poultry as a hobby 
ha hever expected Co see Che day 
when he would have 40 acrea of land 
devoted entirely to the honking, 
biasing breed of fowl. 

In the pursuit of his hobby he 
tried Incubating various Cypea of 
eggs from geese to quail. His sue- 
oesi with geese never was very 
(ood to he designed an Incubator 
baaed vo .jitudles of geese habits. 
Erentually he devised a means or 
batching the eggs that produced 
nearly lOO per cent goellngs. 

One thing led to another and 
soon Campbell waa custom hatch* 
Ing- eggs for people around Salt 
take City and his hobby outgrew 
his sheet metal buslnesa. In casting 
about fof a place to establish hit 
goose ranch, he evtntually settled on 
"a piece of land near Buhl. He be- 
lieves he Is the only goose rancher 
In the valley. 

Currently Campbell t 
oreeien on his ranch and natcnes 
between 3C0 and 31S eggs a week 
during the summer. Most of the 
day-old eoallngB are ahlpped *' 
persons wanting to use geese 
weeders for their row crops. Those 
ha does not sell as weeders he 
raises-and-elaughtera- In-the fall 
for the Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas trade. He recently erected his 
own processing plant on hJs ranch. 

People don't realise what an In- 
axpenslve source of farm help they 
oould have In geese, Campbell 
claims. In the aouth many,farmera 
use the birds to weed cotton, onlotia 
and beets. 

In Maglo Valley Campbell has 
sought to Interest farmers In try- 
ing geese aa weed era and thle 
aprtng will place a few on a loan 
baals. A tew strawberry raisers al- 
ready have tried them and have 
discovered they are tlreleiw, renpon' 
•Ible and thorough workers, 

Ooallnga will work a field, eating 
the small suoculent weeds rather 
than the grain crop and there are 
some crops the birds will not touch 
no matter how small and iweet and 
tender the young plants are. On the 
other cropa It li advUable to let 
the cropa gel a head start on tlu 
weeda before turning the goallngi 
looae, Campbell lald. At tlie lami 
time, some weeds will not lis ent- 
en It ttiey get too old and tniiuti 
Most weeda and grauea. tliniigh, 
win be mowed by iohIIiikb no mn 
how big and tough tliey bocornn.
